HANDS OF COWBRIDGE PEOPLE

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COWBRIDGE people 
can save the livestock 
market - and add 
significantly to the 
economic life of the 
town - by putting 
their hands in their 
pockets and investing 
in a new action plan. 

The action group set 
up to save the 200-year- 
old livestock market in 
Cowbridge has unveiled 
its plans to regenerate 
the area, and selling 
community bonds in the 
scheme is key to its 
success. 

The Vale Market 
Community Enterprise 
(VMCE) together with 
Cowbridge-based 
architect Elio Leo, has 
developed a master plan 
to breathe new life into 
the historic market. 

The plan has the Vale 
Council’s backing and 
will be named the 
Cowbridge Market 
Quarter. 

Newly-surfaced car 
parking areas are 
planned and the scheme 
includes “the 

development of a limited 
number of residential 
apartments”. 

The current livestock 
market, run by 
Glamorgan Marts 
(Herbert R Thomas and 
Watts and Morgan), will 
be given a facelift and 
will continue to operate 
on a weekly basis. 

At the heart of the 
scheme will be a market 
hall, called The

Exchange. This will be a 
social enterprise 

developed by the 

community, for the 
community. 

A spokeswoman for 
VMCE said: “The 

Exchange will provide a 
21st century marketplace 
for rural produce, crafts 
and services with space 
for a handful of resident 
enterprises, a community 


cafe serving local 
produce and an open, yet 
undercover, venue for 
events, festivals, 

farmers’ markets, 

vintage fayres and flea 
and antique markets”. 

Mandy Davies, chair 
of VMCE, said: 
“Cowbridge has been a 
market town for many 
hundreds of years. It is 
the only market town in 


the Vale that still has a 
weekly livestock market 
and its history and 
heritage is an essential 
part of Vale life. 

“We have been 
working hard for the last 
two years to develop a 
sustainable solution for 
the site that would retain 
the livestock market, 
which is fundamental to 
the success of our local 
farming community.”

CAR PARK CHARGES 
ARE NOT THE ANSWER’ 


A S a long time resident, born and 
brought up in Cowbridge and 
having seen the town evolve into 
what it is today, I do not think 
introducing car parking charges is the 
answer to solving its parking issues. 

For local businesses to think this will boost trade 
in the town is, I feel, to say the least naive! It is 
well known that many people from outside choose 
to visit Cowbridge and spend their money for the 
convenience of being able to park their cars without 
having to pay high parking charges. 

If the Cowbridge Chamber of Trade think 
introducing such a scheme is going to help the 
town prosper, I suggest they take a walk around 
other towns in the area where this has been done - 
such as Barry, Bridgend, Porthcawl, etc, to name 
but a few and see how many shops in these towns 
are closed and boarded up. 

For the Vale Council to arbitrarily say this will

I T is gratifying 
that the Vale 
Council now 
appear to 
acknowledge that 
Cowbridge has a 
car parking 
problem. 

The next step would 
be for them to 
acknowledge how much 
worse that problem will 
be when all the 
additional houses are 
built - that are planned 
in the LDP for 
Cowbridge and nearby 
villages. 

Most people do not 
have an alternative when 


they park, and if car 
parks are full now, they 
will remain full after 
charging has been 
introduced. Meanwhile, 
we shall see more and 
more on-street parking 
in residential streets. 

Perhaps the Vale 
Council should be 
putting money aside for 
a multi-storey car park 
in the town centre, the 
logical consequence of 
all their (sustainable) 
proposed house building.

‘free up’ parking spaces, without providing any 
evidence to support this, is unacceptable. 

Obviously, they would be in favour of such a 
scheme as a convenient cash cow to be milked to 
help swell their coffers, but before such a scheme is 
introduced, the question I would like answered is 
where is it intended to spend the revenue raised 
from this? 

Is it simply to help cover the shortfall the council 
are facing as a result of inadequate fiscal 
management? Another option the council could 
consider, if they wish to raise revenue, is the 
introduction of residents’ parking permits for those 
who live in houses that do not have the benefit of 
off-road parking. 

Although not in complete agreement, what Vale 
MP Alun Cairns is suggesting seems to be a more 
reasonable approach to resolve the matter, as 
clearly what is needed are more parking spaces 
instead of more persecution of motorists visiting 
the town. 

The old cattle market below The Butts is one 
place that could be turned into parking. This has 
not been used for many years and has simply been 
left to lie derelict. 

Also, the old bowling green area where the new 
market is and the field area behind the police 
station houses serves no useful purpose, apart from 
providing access to the Verlands and the old school 
rugby field (not used very often since the new 
school was built on the Aberthin road) present other 
options for parking areas. 

It seems to me this matter has not been properly 
thought through and I suggest those who think it is 
the answer, take heed that it could have the 
opposite effect and spell the death knell of trade in 
the town.

Cabinet members 
whose areas are not 
affected by the proposal 
for car parking charges 
are seeking to justify the 
decision to impose 
charges on Barry and 
Cowbridge, (‘Parking 
charges are on the way’. 
The GEM, July 30). 

But why just Barry 
and Cowbridge? Coun 
Burnett explains on 
social media that “This 
report deals with those 
first” and “There is no 
town centre car park in 
Penarth”. 

So that’s alright then! 
Coun Gwyn John 
from Llantwit Major, 
claims “charges are 
geared towards creating 
an increased turnover, 
freeing up parking 
spaces for shoppers 
popping into town - 


rather than those who 
would otherwise sit in a 
space all day”. 

He said it is “not just 
about generating much- 
needed income. We 
(presumably the council 
or cabinet) are confident 
that increasing parking 

turnover,.will help 

our town centres and 
resorts thrive by 
increasing the 
availability of spaces 
and reducing 
congestion.” 

If they really believe 
that, why aren’t cabinet 
members from other 
shopping areas, eg 
Llantwit and Penarth, 
demanding that they, 
too, need parking 
charges so that their 
towns thrive? 

There are better ways 
to increase the 
availability of spaces: 
what about free 20 
minute or one hour 
parking areas? And in 
terms of generating 
much needed income, 
why not merge with 
another council and save 
a few £million every 
year?

More on the history 
of Dyffryn House 


THE speaker at the July 
meeting of Cowbridge 
Friendship Club, was 
Gwerfyl Gardner, who gave 
a very informative talk on 
the history of Dyffryn House 
illustrated with various slides 
from the 17th Century. 

There were several owners of 
Dyffryn and in the late 19th Century 
it was bought by Welsh coal baron 
John Cory and his family, whose 
family developed the spectacular 
gardens stretching over 55 acres. 

Apart from the history of Dyffryn 
House, we also heard about the 
history of St Nicholas, where at one 
time there was an inn, but this was 
purchased by owners of Dyffryn, 
who transformed it into a coffee 


house and reading room. 

The entire estate passed into the 
hands of the Vale of Glamorgan 
Council in 1996, and has undergone 
extensive restoration, with the help 
of over £ 6 m in funding from the 
Heritage Lottery Fund. 

The National Trust has been 
granted a 50-year lease on the estate 
from the Vale Council, and is now 
responsible for its care and 
development. Time passed very 
quickly and then it was time for 
afternoon tea with homemade 
sandwiches and cakes.

COWBRIDGE SCOUTS 
WIN PLAUDITS AT THEIR 
FIRST SUMMER CAMP 



A FORMER junior 
member of 
Llantwit Major 
Tennis Club has 
been making his 
mark in America. 

However, Oliver 
Stephens’ success story 
is not a case of trading 
aces with Andy 
Roddick or marathon 
five-setters against 
Michael Chang. 

He grasped the 
opportunity of going to 
university in America, 
and ever since he has 
been building a 
reputation in the world 
of tennis coaching. 

Oliver is now in his 
late thirties, but at the 
age of 18, he went to 
the Methodist College 
in Fayetteville, North 
Carolina, on a sports 
scholarship, to study 
tennis club 
management. 

It was early evidence 
of his enthusiasm for 
the game. Until the age 
of 15, he was good 
enough to harbour 
dreams of going on to 
play at Wimbledon. 

However, when he 
realised that worldwide 
there were hundreds of 
other players as good or 
better, his thoughts 
turned to how he could 


take his passion for the 
game and make a 
career. 

He did his own 
research, applied to 
American colleges on 
his own initiative, and 
headed off across the 
Atlantic! 

After a year in North 
Carolina, he was able to 
transfer to the Dennis 
Van Der Meer College 
in Hilton Head Island, 
South Carolina, to 
complete his training in 
tennis performance and 
teaching. 

The Dennis Van Der 
Meer College is highly- 
regarded and Oliver’s 
family say that this was 
an important stepping 


stone. 

He then moved on to 
Mount Olive College in 
South Carolina to do a 
two-year business study 
degree, before returning 
to tennis to put those 
skills to use. 

The position of a 
tennis coach followed, 
and in 2011 he was 
coaching in Chicago, 
where he was director 
of the junior 
competitive programme 
at Midtown Athletic 
Club in Chicago. 

He qualified with 
the Professional Tennis 
Registry (PTR) as a 
‘Master of Tennis’ and 
became a tester for the 
organisation’s junior 
development pathway 
(he was already an adult 
tester). 

PTR is a global 
organisation of tennis 
teaching professionals, 
with 14,000 members in 
117 countries. 

In 2012, Oliver was 
awarded PTR 
‘Clinician of the Year’, 
and recently, the 
International Tennis 
Association (ITA) 
awarded him the title of 
‘Master Tennis 
Peformance Trainer’ - 
one of only five in the 
association! 

In Oliver’s case, it all 
started in the small 
tennis club of Llantwit 
Major, at the age of 10! 


THE 1st 

Cowbridge Scouts 
enjoyed their first 
organised summer 
camp for several 
years, after 20 
Scouts and four 
adult leaders made 
the trip to north 
Cornwall for seven 
nights camping at 
the Nine Ashes 
Scout Activity 
Centre. 

The Scouts, aged 
between 10 and 13, 
took part in a whole 
range of exciting 
activities including 
coasteering, surfing, 
hiking, and crate 
stacking (a fun team 
building exercise which 
involves trying to build 
a stack of crates while 
staying on top of it - 
much more difficult 
than it sounds). 

The troop also spent 
a day at the Eden 
Project near St Austell, 
where they learned 
about our UK 
connections to the 
tropical rainforests of 
the world. 

During the hike, 
some of the group even 
got an unplanned safety 
talk from the 
Coastguard, after they 
witnessed the rescue of 
two stranded kayakers 
by the Coastguard and 
RNLI. 

As well as enjoying 
all these special 
activities, the Scouts 
also had to look after 
themselves for the 
week. 

Under the 
supervision of the 
leadership team, they 
put up their own tents, 
cooked for themselves 
and generally 
maintained the campsite 
- learning many basic 
life skills including 
team leadership, map 
reading, chopping wood 
and cooking - even 
tasks as simple as 
buttering bread for the 
first time. 


Camp leader Piers 
Hallihan said; “All of 
our training through the 
year builds up to this 
camp; the Scouts get an 
opportunity to put into 
practice the skills 
they’ve been learning in 
the Scout hall and grow 
together, as a troop, as 
small teams and as 
individuals. 

“Our young people 
did Scouting in general, 
and Cowbridge in 
particular, proud. 
Everywhere we went, 
from the campsite to the 
Eden Project, and on 
our regular trips to the 
beach, people were 
complimenting us on 
the behaviour and 
attitude of the Scouts. 

It was really great to be 
involved.” 

Pete Gardner, helping 
out as an adult leader 
for the first time, said: 
“It was absolutely 
amazing to see the 
difference in many of 
the Scouts as they were 
learning to take 
responsibility for 
themselves and others 
for the first time. 

Having the opportunity 
to learn those kinds of 
skills in such a fun, 
supportive and 
adventurous 

environment will clearly 
affect them positively 
for the rest of their 
lives. 

“It was such a 
pleasure to be able to be 
there and be part of the 
experience. I would 
encourage any other 
adults who can spare an 
evening every now and 
then to contact 1st 
Cowbridge Scouts and 
get involved.” 

The feedback from 
the Scouts and parents 
has been just as good. 
One Scout, after a very 
long day’s hiking 
around the Cornish 
coast, said: “I normally 
hate walking, but this 
has been awesome, we 
saw so much cool 
stuff!” 

One message from a 
parent really sums up 


the aims of Scouting. 

From a parent: 
“Thanks for Scout 
Camp, my son really 
enjoyed it and returned 
a far better person.” 

The camp was made 
possible by the hard 
work of an awful lot of 
Scouting volunteers and 
with the support of local 
businesses. Particular 
thanks go to Ysgol Y 
Deri in Penarth, who 
came to the rescue with 
the loan of a minibus. 
Also to OBI Camping, 
who donated a large 
mess tent which became 
the centre of the camp - 
providing a kitchen, 
dining room and general 
meeting area. 

Due to work 
commitments, some of 
our leaders will be 
moving out of the area 
soon, which means 
we’ll be recruiting more 
adult volunteers.

Mandy Davies

developed plans for a 
sustainable community 
resource. 

“The creation of the 
Market Quarter is set to 
benefit everyone, not 
just the farming 
community. It will 
allow us to raise the 
profile of Cowbridge as 
a destination for day 
visitors, boosting 


footfall and increasing 
spend in support of our 
local businesses. 

“It will increase 
parking facilities in the 
town, provide a space 
for community 
enterprises and start-ups 
to showcase their 
products, and provide a 
versatile venue for 
activities, festivals and 
fayres.” 

Now that the project 
has been given the 
green light by the 
council, the VMCE is 
embarking on a 
fundraising exercise so 
that work can start on 
the scheme.

Big Ideas Wales is a 
Welsh Government

Targeting £500,000

The community can 
buy bonds for £1,000 
which will be repayable 
after 10 years over a 
five-year period at a 
premium of 25 per cent. 

These bonds will 
fund the new building. 
Other costs - those of 
resurfacing the car park, 
demolishing the old 
cattle sheds and the 
disused toilet block, and 
refurbishing the 
livestock market, will 
be paid for by the Vale 
Council from the 
proceeds of the portion 
of land going to 
residential use. 

David Harris of 
VMCE, said: “We have 
been fortunate to 
receive some funding 
from Cowbridge Town 
Council, Earmers Union 
of Wales and the Vale 
Council to get this 
project off the ground. 

“However, we now 
need a cash injection to 
fund the development 
of The Exchange. While 
we will be applying for 
a number of grants, we 
hope the local 
community will get 
behind this exciting 
scheme through 
purchasing bonds - 
given that this is a 
resource being 
developed by the 
community, for the 
community.” 

Coun Lis Burnett, 
cabinet member for 
regeneration at Vale 
Council and a supporter 
of the proposal, 
commented: “As a 
strong believer in the 
ability of local 
communities to deliver 
solutions for local 
residents, I am 
delighted to see the 
newly-unveiled plans 
and wish the Vale 
Market Community 


Enterprise every 
success as they take 
their venture on to the 
next stage of 
development.”

The VMCE will have 
a presence on the FUW 
stand at the Vale of 
Glamorgan Agricultural 
Show on Wednesday, 
August 12. People are 
invited to the stand to 
find out more about the 
Market Quarter scheme, 
and to pledge their 
interest in the 
community bond 
scheme. 

There was support 
from the farmers too. 
EUW Glamorgan 
county executive officer 
Rachel Saunders said: 
“The previous Vale 
Council intended to sell 
the site to private 
developers in the past 
but thanks to the 
combined effort of the 
VMCE and local 
farmers, we have been 
able to secure its future. 

“It is, however, 
essential for us to make 
sure that there is 
enough public support 
for the project via 
public funding and 
that’s why we urge the 
public to come and talk 
to us about the market 
at the show.” 

However, there is a 
sting in the tail because, 
if this plan fails to take 
off, the option of selling 
the land for housing 
could resurface. The 
Vale Council recently 
commissioned the 
consultants Jones Lang 
LaSalle (ILL) to 
produce an ‘Asset 
Management Review’. 

That consultants’ 
report, released at the 
end of July, argues that 
if Cowbridge can’t 
make this scheme 
happen, then the option 
of selling the site for 
development should be 
back on the table. 

The report has this to 


say: ''Cowbridge Cattle 
Market - this site 
together with the 
adjacent public 
convenience, scout hall 
and property let to an 
amateur dramatics 
group represents a 
valuable residential 
development 
opportunity. 

We are aware of the 
proposals put forward 
by the Vale Market 
Action Group for a 
mixed use development 
incorporating a 
livestock market, and 
the position of the Vale 
Council in this regard. 

We have some 
reservations regarding 
the viability of this 
proposal as currently 
envisaged and subject 
to the outcome of the 
existing arrangement, 
we would strongly 
recommend that this site 
be considered for a 
comprehensive 
residential development 
which may include an 
element of retirement 
living accommodation - 
as this is likely to 
realise the maximum 
value. 

In the meantime, the 
adjacent assets (the 
scout hall and Market 
Theatre) should be 
retained so as not to 
prejudice any plans for 
future development that 
might include these 
assets. The public 
convenience is derelict 
and should be 
demolished if budget 
allows ”. 

The community 
bond - given the 
present level of interest 
rates - appears to be a 
competitive rate. The 
level of support for that 
bond over the coming 
months could be 
crucial...

PARKING 
CHARGES 
ARE THE 
HOT TOPIC 


AS readers of The 
gem’s letters page 
this week will note, 
the issue of car 
parking charges has 
been a hot topic this 
week, writes Philip 
Irwin. 

In fact, because the 
BBC had first sight of an 
RAC document listing 
how much councils in 
Wales made from car 
parking charges, 

Cowbridge found itself 
on the evening news. 

Although the RAC 
revealed that the Vale 
Council only earned 
£53,000 through parking 
charges, the proposal to 
charge in Barry and 
Cowbridge prompted the 
BBC to head for 


Cowbridge to listen to 
traders’ concerns. 

Since the charges were 
proposed, retailers in the 
town have met to discuss 
the situation, and another 
meeting is planned over 
the weekend. 

The chairman of the 
Cowbridge Chamber of 
Trade, Alun John, said 
that it appeared that 
retailers were favouring a 
softer charging system, 
with the first few hours 
free. 

He said that the 
feeling was that there had 
been a lack of 
consultation with the 
Vale Council.

in underlining that the 
town’s flowers depend 
entirely on voluntary 
effort. 

“People may wonder 
why the floral displays 
cost so much but there is 
much more to putting 
them up than buying the 
flowers, which 

themselves cost over 
£1,800 per annum. 

“Our volunteers 

provide over 400 hours 
of free labour but there 
are a number of back-up 
costs. Eor example, the 
cost this year of new 
brackets for flower 
baskets was £300 and the 
cost of a replacement 
planter last year was 
£450. 

“Sometimes a new 
pump is needed or new 
tools, then there are costs 
of tap and hose repairs, 
compost, feed, gravel, 
paint, basket liners, 
padlocks, wire, stakes 
etc. Insurance alone is 
£260 pa.” 

Tina said: “Our new 
shed, needed when the 
council could no longer 
house the bowser, cost 
£500 and although the 
Lions very kindly 
donated £200 towards it, 
we still had to pay the 
balance. When funds 
allow, we also give small 
grants to businesses who 
could not otherwise 
afford to put up flowers, 
and these also improve 
the town. 

“We do receive the 
occasional council grant 
of £100, and some grants 
from other sponsors, but 
these are not enough to 
cover our costs. So, 
thank you to everyone 
who has given so 
generously and helped us 
to continue making 
Llantwit blossom.”

Dinas remembers another of 
its heroes who fell in Great War 

AUGUST 12 sees the 100th anniversary early carnage of the Battles of Mons and the Marne. 


of the death of 34-year-old Ernest 
Johnson, a young regular soldier from 
Dinas Powys, who went to France in 1914 
with the British Expeditionary Force to 
defend France and Belgium in the First 
World War. 

Ernest was originally from Alvington in 
Gloucestershire, but moved to Dinas Powys when in 
1909 he married Rose Naldrett, whose father was 
the foreman gardener at the Eastbrook nursery, 
which then flourished in the Chapel Row area. 

They later had a young son, Ernest Rex who, 
sadly, like so many others of that generation, never 
got the opportunity to know his father. He was just 
four when his father died. 

Ernest was by profession a platelayer on the 
railway, in much demand as the railways expanded 
in south Wales. He used his skills when he joined the 
2nd Battalion of the Welch Regiment attached to the 
107th Company of Royal Engineers. 

The Royal Engineers were involved in a variety 
of construction projects including the building of 
bridges and railways, as well as tunnelling beneath 
enemy lines to lay explosives. 

The battalion embarked for Erance in August 
1914, though records indicate that Ernest did not 
reach Erance until November, therefore avoiding the 


The regiment was involved in winter operations 
through 1914 and the following spring, including 
the Battle of Aubers Ridge in May. But after a year 
in the field, Ernest was killed in action on August 
12,1915, the third of the 38 men from Dinas to lose 
his life in the war. 

Ernest is buried at plot E37 in the Cambrin 
churchyard extension. Cambrin is a village just east 
of Bethune and north of Arras, and was then located 
about 800 metres from the frontline trenches. 

He is also proudly remembered on the war 
memorial at the Twyn in Dinas Powys.

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Lifeboat rescue drama 
as vessel runs aground 


AT 11.30am on 
Friday, July 31 both 
Porthcawl RNLI 
lifeboats Rose of the 
Shires and Jean 
Ryall raced to the 
rescue of a crew of a 
30-foot motor 
cruiser Alcedo 
Atthis, that had run 
aground on the 
dangerous Tusker 
Rock, two miles off 
Newton Point, 
Porthcawl. 

When they arrived at 
the lifeboat station, they 
could see the vessel 
leaning to one side in 
very shallow water on 
the edge of Tusker Rock. 
The crew on board the 
motor cruiser were in a 
very dangerous situation, 
as if the boat leaned over 
too far there was a 
possibility that they 
could be trapped in the 
boat. 

The two volunteer 
crews from Porthcawl 
RNLI launched 

immediately, and made 
their way to the stricken 
vessel. 

Once they were 
alongside, RNLI 

volunteer helmsman 
Ross Purchase put one of 
his crew on board to 
assist the two owners of 
the boat onto the lifeboat. 
They were then taken to 
the safety of the lifeboat 
station at Porthcawl, 
where they were able to 
rest until their boat could 
be refloated. 

Helmsman Ross 
Purchase said: “It was 
our priority to get the two 
owners of the motor 
cruiser off their boat and 
into safety. Once they 
were taken ashore, I got 
to work securing the boat 
in its position ready for 
when the tide turned and 
we could refloat it.” 

Once the tide did turn, 
Porthcawl RNLI D Class 
Jean Ryall re-launched 
along with the Mumbles 
lifeboat, and together put

The ones 
that have done over the 
last 50 years have usually 
resulted in serious injury 
to the crew, and the boats 
usually break up on the 
rocks. 

“Thanks to the good 
weather we had today, 
the volunteer RNLI 
crews from Porthcawl 
and Mumbles were able 
to save both the crew and 
the boat itself.” 

Bill and Hazel, the 
crew of the Alcedo Atthis 
said: “We were on our 
way from Cardiff to 
Swansea when we ran 
aground on Tusker Rock. 
We are very thankful for 
the speed the RNLI 
crews got to us, and the 
effective way they came 
to our aid and saved us 
and our boat. The work 
these volunteers do is 
fantastic and we thank 
them greatly.”

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Councillor faces conduct 
hearing over ^£3.5ni 
exit cash’ comments 


A councillor who voiced concern in 
The GEM about ‘exit packages’ 
costing over £3.5million at the Vale 
Council is being accused of 
breaking a code of conduct. 

Earlier this year, Rhoose councillor Phil 
Clarke said that in days of austerity, the 
public expected every pound to be spent 
carefully and the council should reconsider 
its policy on discretionary payments to 
employees. 

He pointed out that exit packages 
awarded to personnel earning in excess of 
£60,000 between 2010 and 2014 totalled 
£3,573,824. 

This week, Coun Clarke told The GEM 
that following the article, he might be in hot 
water. 

“Since being elected as an independent 
councillor I have been on the ‘Early 
Retirement/Redundancy Committee’. 
During these meetings I have often 
scrutinised the higher discretionary 
payments made to leaving employees in 
order to prevent any overspend of public

finances. 

“In January, I expressed my concern and 
added that some of the councillors on this 
committee had ‘a trade union background’. 

“Those councillors now allege that by 
saying that, it implies that they will vote in 
a certain way. 

“They think I have broken 'The Code of 
Conduct/Protocol-Standard of Conduct 
Expected by Members' and have made a 
complaint.” 

The issue will be dealt with by the 
Standards Committee soon. 

Coun Clarke claimed whatever the 
outcome of the conduct hearing, he was in 
a lose-lose situation. 

“The procedure chosen goes to ‘Stage 3’ 
in private without the conciliation process 
and is not subject to appeal which is in 
discord with the principles of natural 
justice. 

“Should the complaint be upheld I could 
be censured and publicity given to the 
names of councillors involved. If not. 


publicity is not given to the councillors 
involved. 

He said that from the point of view of the 
councillors involved it was: “Heads we 
win, tails you lose.” 

Coun Clarke said he planned to 
vigorously defend his position. 

In January, the Vale Council emphasised 
it always endeavoured to avoid 
redundancies and redundancy payments as 
part of an agreed ‘avoiding redundancy’ 
policy. 

A spokesman said: “Where 
redundancies are necessary then payments 
are made in accordance with the council's 
statutory requirements and related 
discretionary provisions. 

“The business case for all redundancy 
payments is considered and determined by 
the council’s ‘early retirement and 
redundancy committee’ and all payments 
are reported in the council’s annual 
statement of accounts.” 

The GEM approached the Vale Council 
and a spokesman said they were unable to 
comment on the Coun Clarke case.

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Campaigner fears car park charges 
could damage local shopping areas 


A Vale campaigner has said it is essential 
that local shopping areas retain free 
parking areas to compete with the big 
supermarket chains. 

Paul Haley was responding to the announcement 
that charges are to be introduced in local car parks. 

Mr Haley, chairman of Pride in Barry, who 
successfully campaigned to bring regeneration funds 
to the town, said he believed a consultation should 
have taken place before the introduction of charges. 

Last week, the Vale Council announced charges 
would apply to certain car parks in the area - 
including three Barry car parks (150 spaces) and two 
car parks in Cowbridge (just under 200 spaces). 
Charges will start at £1 for two hours. Three hours 
will cost £1.60, and up to four hours will cost £2.20. 

But Mr Haley argued free parking evened up the 
competition between shopping areas and 
supermarket chains. 

“In my years with Barry Chamber of Trade in the 
90s and Pride In Barry for over a decade, I have 
always made a case that in order to compete with the 
likes of Morrisons, Tescos and now Asda, which all 
offer free car parking, Holton Road, High Street and 
Broad Street must have free parking. 

“In my recollection, this view has been stated to 
the Vale Council since around 1999. 


“It is a shame that the Barry Development Group 
was disbanded, which was where these proposals 
would have been aired to the chamber and traders so 
that early views would have been raised and, in this 
case, restated.” 

The Vale Council believes the pricing structure 
won’t discourage people who use shopping areas, 
and that this will stop people parking all day for 
nothing - effectively freeing up spaces. 

‘FRAGILE’ 

Mr Haley emphasised that local shopping areas 
needed to be nurtured. 

“Shopping at Holton Road is in a fragile state and 
it needs care that changes to free car parks at 
Thompson Street and Holton Rd, that were actually 
created by the Welsh Development Agency in the 
early part of Barry regeneration, don’t exacerbate the 
demise of local shops which serve nearby 
homeowners in Castleland.” 

Mr Haley said the announcement of charges 
raised a number of questions. 

“The Capita report behind this charging plan is 
dated 2013, so I wonder why it is only seeing the 
light of day now. 

“Furthermore, it is over 200 pages long so I would 
ask what the terms of reference are, how much it cost 
to produce, and why doesn't it list any consultees? 
Were there any? Were traders consulted? Certainly

none in Barry and Cowbridge have been consulted, 
which are strangely the only areas affected. 

“The report contains many council papers over 
the years about charging, but doesn’t show the 
objections that kicked each one into the long grass. 

“Interestingly, the council intends to establish a 
full-time post as car park charges manager from the 
revenue generated. 

“Each pay and display unit could cost in excess of 
£7,000 to site - and then £500 per year maintenance. 
There is no mention of potential fraud which should 
be assessed, as cash machines and cash collection 
are a vulnerable target.” 

Mr Haley said there were real fears it could hit 
local businesses in the Vale. 

“It is very divisive and unusual in not introducing 
a Vale-wide policy and to only pick on Barry and 


Cowbridge without consultation. At a meeting with 
Cowbridge Chamber of Trade this week, I heard 
their views on specific parking related issues, the 
reducing footfall of shoppers, high rents, and 
potential losses of independent shops. 

“Cowbridge hasn’t been consulted either, and the 
traders have concerns that the pricing structure will 
not work to alleviate the shortage of parking spaces 
and the desire to make customers the priority. 

“I am deeply opposed to this, as our local shops in 
Barry and Cowbridge need support and for our local 
authority to be encouraging trade and footfall, and 
not drive customers to large multiples with free car 
parks, or out-of town altogether.” 

Mr Haley said he wondered whether charging 
would be extended to on-street parking in the future, 
and encouraged local people to contact councillors, 
or the council leader, if they were opposed to charges 
in local shopping areas.

Cruise’s Ethan Hunt,

plentiful twists and 
turns, it makes for a 
hugely enjoyable 
blockbuster film. 

If it falls short 
perhaps of the series’ 
highpoint, JJ Abrams’ 
Mission: Impossible 111, 
what it does have is a 
greater sense of fun and 
escapism. The 
espionage genre has 
been a little dark in 
recent times, but Rogue 
Nation is intent on 
putting a degree of 
humour and levity into 
proceedings. 

The screenplay by 
director Christopher 
McQuarrie and Drew 
Pearce is certainly 
rooted in reality, but not 
afraid to throw the 
occasional wink or nod 
the audience’s way, 
whether it be characters 
asking how far Cruise’s 
Ethan Hunt can push 
himself (pretty far is the 
answer), or in set-pieces 
that push the laws of 
logic and realism, but 
are such great fun that it 
matters little. 

Incredibly, this is 
only McQuarrie’s third 
time in the director’s 
chair, having previously 
written the likes of The 
Usual Suspects and 
Edge of Tomorrow, but 
he directs with such 
cocksureness and 
confidence that you 
could never tell. 

A film like this is 
driven by spectacle, and 
McQuarrie shows a sure 
hand, whether it’s the 
opening plane sequence, 
an underwater heist or, 
in arguably the standout 
sequence, an opera-set 
assassination attempt 
that not only harks back 
to the first instalment’s 
director, Brian De 
Palma, in its balance of 
tension and high drama, 
but has the faint whiff 
of Hitchcock about it 
without being overly 


reverential. 

These films are 
vehicles for Tom Cruise, 
and, as ever, the actor 
does a good job; it’s 
hard to see where Hunt 
ends and Cruise begins, 
and while his 
character’s arc is 
underwhelming and 
familiar, he gives a 
blockbuster 
performance. Simon 
Pegg gets more to do 
than just comic relief 
this time round, which 
is a pleasure to see, 
while the likes of 
Jeremy Renner, Ving 
Rhames and Alec 
Baldwin make no wrong 
steps. 

The standout turn by 
far is Rebecca Ferguson 
as the mysterious Isla, 
the Swedish actress 
stealing the film from 
her more illustrious cast 
with a performance that 
is part femme fatale 
(another little nod to De 
Palma and Hitchcock) 
and part no-nonsense 
action star, a 
breakthrough turn from 
the Swedish actress who 
leaves you wanting 
more come the end. 

The only real mis¬ 
step from the film 
comes at the climax, the 
jaw-dropping action 
sequences that have 
gone before rendering 
the more low-key 
conclusion, and the 
reveal of Sean Harris’ 
villainous plans, 
something of a damp 
squib - yet, given the 
sumptuous feast we’ve 
been given before, the 
lack of a show-stopping 
climax isn’t felt that 
hard, with Rogue Nation 
making the art of good 
blockbuster filmmaking 
look anything but 
Impossible. 

VERDICT - Making 
the Impossible look 
easy. Mission: 
Impossible - Rogue 
Nation is a hugely 
thrilling slice of summer 
cinema. As ever. Cruise 
does the super-hero 
action role to a tee, but 
there’s shade and depth 
from the likes of Simon 
Pegg and Rebecca 
Ferguson’s stand-out to 
support him, coupled 
with some incredible 
set-pieces from 
Christopher 
McQuarrie’s strong 
direction. 

The mission for 
Cruise and company 
now, should they choose 
to accept it, is to try and 
top this! Highly 
recommended.

Barry Comprehensive School students accepted the challenge to care for some very demanding babies! 


THE G2E project (Guidance to 
Engagement, an alternative 
education programme within the 
Vale Youth Service) has been 
working with years 8, 9 and 10 
students at Barry Comprehensive 
School throughout the year. 

Recently, the students were given the 
opportunity to take a high tech 
RealCare® Baby3 simulator home. 
These infant simulators are very 
advanced and have wireless 
programming and reporting capabilities. 

RealCare Baby engages users by 


crying to be fed, burped, rocked or 
changed and then ‘coos’ when its needs 
have been met. The boys had to look 
after the ‘babies’ from Friday evening to 
Monday morning. 

After safely returning their ‘babies’, 
the boys wrote down their thoughts 
about the experience, here are a few of 
their responses: 

“It was very hard and I wouldn’t do it 
again.” 

“Never again, it was very hard.” 

“It was very hard, I wouldn’t do it 
again, but I think I did well.” 

A school spokesman said: “It is the 


first time the reality babies have been 
used with boys in the Vale and the Barry 
Comprehensive students rose to the 
challenge and did extremely well. 

“There were people who had their 
doubts if the boys could give the babies 
the same high level of care and attention 
that girls have in the past. 

“However, the boys were able to show 
a caring, responsible and paternal side 
and managed to not only match the care 
scores achieved by the girls, but some 
boys even surpassed the best scores 
achieved by them”.

Local family’s link 
with Suvla Bay 
Gallipoli disaster 


YOUR recent report on 
Gallipoli veteran. Private John 
James Thomas, prompts me to 
write that my father, Thomas 
Henry Berry, also fought at the 
Suvla Bay Landings, with 
Kitchener’s 10th Irish 
Division. 

He left the family home in 
Griffithstown, near Pontypool, as soon 
as war was declared in August 1914, 
and took ‘The King’s Shilling’ at 
Newport. 

He joined the Royal Artillery and 
was posted to an RA battery in Ireland, 
part of the 10th Irish Division. 

The Division was to be deployed at 
Gallipoli, and would be reviewed by 
King George V and Britain’s most 
famous soldier. Lord Kitchener, at 
Hackwood Park, Basingstoke, Hants, 
prior to embarkation. 

It was a special day for my father. 
He was given the honour of acting as 
divisional trumpeter, sounding the 
appropriate cavalry and other calls as 
His Majesty (the Queen’s 
grandfather), accompanied by Lord 
Kitchener, both on horseback, 
inspected the 8,000 soldiers on parade. 

My father, also on horseback, 
accompanied the Major-General, 
Commanding Officer of the Division. 
My father, many years later, told me 
what a colourful spectacle it was. 

Many of the regiments (all part of 
the British Army then, such as the 
Dublin Fusiliers, Inniskilling Fusiliers 
and Connaught Rangers, have long 
since disappeared). 

The Division very soon set sail for 
the Dardanelles and was in action at 
Suvla Bay. His experiences at 


Gallipoli are written in his diaries. 

There is also a splendid photograph 
of him on horseback prior to Gallipoli, 
taken the The Curragh barracks in 
Ireland. 

It was Winston Churchill who 
pressed the Government to proceed 
with the Dardanelles campaign, the 
object being for the Army to advance 
north through the peninsula and take 
Constantinople. 

It proved to be a failure, and 
Churchill’s reputation was only 
restored when he became Prime 
Minister during the Second World 
War. 

It fell to Lord Kitchener to visit 
Gallipoli, then report back to the 
Government that the campaign was 
doomed to fail and that the Army, as 
well as ANZAC forces, should be 
immediately evacuated. 

The withdrawal was brilliantly 
executed, without casualty, over 
several nights, without the Turkish 
trenches being aware. 

My father was one of the last to be 
evacuated. Being so weak with 
dysentery, he had to be hauled on 
board the waiting vessel in a 
fisherman’s net to receive immediate 
medical treatment from Australian 
Army doctors. 

However, his war was not over. He 
went on to serve in the Mesopotamia 
(Iraq) campaign until the Armistice in 
1918 when the Turkish army was 
finally defeated. 

It spelt the end of the Ottoman 
Empire and revenge for the Gallipoli 
disaster.

One of these kinetic 
sculptures can be seen 
at the Central Library in 
King’s Square and 
another two are now 
housed at Ysgol Bro 
Morgannwg.

Now approaching his 
99th year, he still works 
tirelessly on his ever- 
increasing number of 
small sculptures while 
also revisiting some of 
these earlier works.

Welsh steeplechase 
rivals by brian lee 


T he Vale’s 
David Neale 
Doughty is 
today’s subject 

from Brian Lee’s 
out-of-print book 
Welsh Steeplechase 
Jockeys (Cwmnedd 
Press, 1993). 

David Neale Doughty, 
who hails from Kenfig 
Hill near Bridgend, is a 
graduate of the 
Llangeinor Hunt Pony 
Club. He often 
competed against his 
friend Paul Hamer, a 
former Welsh champion 
point-to-point rider, in 
local gymkhanas. 

Although Neale never 
rode in point-to-points, 
he had set his sights on a 
horse racing career at an 
early age. At the age of 
ten he would go 
knocking the doors of 
the houses in his village 
asking if he could ride 
the owners’ ponies. 

Afrer a while, his 
father bought him his 
own pony which he 
shared with two sisters, 
and from then on a 
career with horses was 
never in doubt, even 
though a doctor told him 


he would probably be 
too big to become a 
professional jockey. 

Born on October 20, 
1957, Neale quit his 
academic studies at the 
age of 17 to join Welsh 
trainer Fulke Walwyn at 
Lamboum. Then, after a 
period of time with Will 
Crawford and Bill 
Marshall, he was spotted 
by Cumbrian trainer 
Gordon Richards (no 
relation to Sir Gordon 
Richards) who wanted 
him as a successor to his 
stable jockey Ron Barry. 

And it was riding for 
Gordon Richards that he 
won the 1984 Grand 
National on Hallo 
Dandy on whom he had 
finished fourth in the 
previous year’s race. 
Neale kept the 10-year- 
old Hallo Dandy on the 
outside of the course and 
clear of trouble 
throughout the race. A 
big jump at Becher’s on 
the second circuit gained 
him a lot of ground and 
he landed in sixth place. 

By the time 
Valentine’s had been 
jumped. Hallo Dandy 
and the favourite 
Greasepaint were well 
clear of the 21 other 


horses who were to 
finish the race. The 
largest number of 
finishers on record. 

Another good jump at 
the penultimate fence 
gave Hallo Dandy the 
lead and he jumped the 
final obstacle two 
lengths clear of 
Greasepaint who, 
despite renewing his 
challenge, had to settle 
for the runner-up’s spot 
for the second year 
running. 

Neale, who rode his 
first winner at Perth in 
1977, has ridden the 
following big race 
winners.

Perhaps, if the verges 
have to be cut, only a 
narrow strip near the 
kerbs could be cut 
everywhere in the Vale, 
leaving a larger uncut 
area up to the hedges.

have nothing to offer but blood, toil, 
tears and sweat... IVe have before us an 
ordeal of the most grievous 
kind... months of struggle and 
suffering...You ask what is our aim? I 
can answer in one word... It is 
VICTORYr^ 

T he famous words, of course, are 
Winston Churchill’s - addressed 
to the House of Commons on 
taking over as wartime Prime Minister 
on May 13,1940 - but they have found a 
sporting resonance in the fearsome 
training regime imposed by Wales’ head 
coach Warren Gatland on his squad of 
47 young hopefuls for the Rugby World 
Cup over the summer months. 

“Horrendous ”... “Brutal ”... “Savage ”... 
“Manic”... “The hardest thing Tve ever 
had to do”... 

These were just some of the wry comments 
wrung from players who admitted they have 
been tested almost to breaking point, both 
physically and psychologically, on the rarified 
heights of Switzerland and energy-sapping, 
searing heat of Qatar - as well as more

familiar icy torments back home in their Vale 
Resort boot camp! 

Hfs all about taking players out of their 
comfort zone, trying to do things a bit different, 
and pushing them right to the limif\ says the 
no-frills ex-All Black hooker - a view 
endorsed by his equally blunt-spoken 
lieutenant, Shaun Edwards, a formidable 
rugby league warrior in his own right. 

Both men are cut from the same unashamed 
winner’s cloth in a shared driven need for 
success, with world rugby’s ‘holy grail’ the 
immediate focus of their ambition; hence the 
unprecedented pain inflicted on the players as 
the tournament draws near. 

The extra motivation is understandable 
given the Welsh camp’s continuing bitterness 
over the controversial red card dismissal of 
skipper Sam Warburton for an illegal, though 
unintentional tackle, in the 2011 RWC semi¬ 
final in New Zealand, which many observers 
had felt merited just 10 minutes in the ‘sin 
bin’. 

Not only did it result in a one-point (9-8) 
loss for Wales against a misfiring France, but 
undoubtedly cost Wales a deserved place in 
the World Cup final, where the acknowledged 
form team in the championship would have 
been strongly fancied against strangely- 
stuttering All Blacks, who in the end could 
only scrape to the title with an edgy one-point 
(8-7) win over the French. 

Four years on, the painful memories still 


burn deep, but are being used as a positive in 
the Welsh camp, with Edwards admitting: 

all still a little bitter from the last one. A 
controversial refereeing decision took our 
dream away from us, but Tm thankful to have 
another chance T 

Gatland recalls: “Wc had a very young team 
in 2011. We went there with huge confidence in 
our preparation and it was gut-wrenching to 
lose in the semi- final...We came away from 
there feeling very unfulfilled ... But we went on 
to win a Grand Slam^^ (in 2012) ^^and some of 
the players also won a Lions^ test series’^ 
(against Australia in 2013). 

Both players and coaches are adamant that 
the intense physical and mental preparation 
for RWC 2015 has been “a step up from 
20ir\ with tough drill sergeant Edwards 
insisting: ^^The good thing is that with the 
players having been through all this, if there^s 
an injury, we know others will be ready - and at 
the level of fitness we require. 

Fitness, though, cannot be the end of the 
story, with other leading nations also giving it 
the same high priority, as Edwards is quick to 
point out: ^^Conditioning is one thing - but 
we^re actually a rugby team. The best team will 
win the Rugby World Cup- not just the fittesf\ 

Soon the 47 players who have been put 
through the mill will need to be cut to 36-38 
and subsequently pruned down to the 31- 
strong RWC squad that will go into battle for 
Wales when the tournament finally kicks off 


on September 11. 

It is not a task that Gatland is relishing: 
^^When you^ve seen players put as much in as 
some of these individuals have, ifs the hardest 
thing to do. 1 find it very hard^^ (to tell them 
they have not made the cut). 

That onerous task began this week with the 
selection of the team to face Ireland at 
Cardiff’s Millennium Stadium on Saturday, in 
the first of three so-called ‘friendly’ fixtures, 
in the run-up to the tournament proper next 
month. 

With little concrete to report, the ever- 
fixated Welsh sporting media has excitedly 
seized on any morsel of ‘news’ emanating 
from the Welsh camp, and has amused itself 
for weeks by endlessly speculating on which 
players were likely to be in or out of the final 
mix. 

Inevitably, the new-look team including 
four new caps announced on Tuesday, will be 
scrutinised for clues as to the Kiwi’s thinking, 
though it is doubtful if anything substantial 
can be construed from the experimental 
shake-up at this early stage of the campaign. 

While a win is always the primary objective 
in any sport, on this occasion the outcome is 
likely to be rather less important than what 
can be gleaned from individual performances. 

In this context, therefore, it will be a useful 
early marker of Wales’ strength in depth and 
is a genuine opportunity for less established 
‘fringe’ players to remind the coaches of what 
they too can offer at this level. 

Among others, it will be particularly 
interesting to see if restored half-backs, James 
Hook and Mike Phillips, can seize this rare 
chance to impress and clinch a World Cup 
spot.
